(Innisfil, ON) On 

Wednesday, July 22, South 
Simcoe police were notified 
of a person in the water on 
Lake Simcoe near Gilford. A

A post-mortem determined 
that a health emergency had 
caused the man to fall into the 
water, and drown. The victim 
has been identified as Claudio 
Righetti, 59, of Alliston.

Leading the nation 


O ne of the most 

disappointing aspects of 
Stephen Harper’s Conservative 
government has been its failure to 
set national policy. There have been 
calls for everything from a national 
drug plan - which would increase 
the buying power of the existing 
Pan-Canadian Pharmaceutical 
Alliance, established by the 
provinces and territories, and put 
greater pressure on pharmaceutical 
companies to rein in prices - to a 
national food policy, and national 
energy policy. 

The federal government has not 
only failed to set national policies, 
since 2009 Harper’s government 
has firmly declined to meet jointly 
with provincial leaders, at summits 
or conferences. Afraid that the 
provinces will "gang up” on federal 
representatives? Embracing a policy 
of divide-and-conquer? 

The provinces have obviously 
become tired of waiting for the 
federal government to take the lead. 
At the Premiers' conference in St. 
fohn’s Newfoundland two weeks 
ago, the provinces identified issues 
that included health care, aging 
populations, aboriginal education 
- even training standards for 
fighting forest fires. The premiers 
recognized the need for a national 
approach to big issues with 
national impact, and have taken 
the first important steps to agreeing 
on a national energy policy, 


recognizing both the need for new 
infrastructure, and for stronger 
environmental protections. 

It may be rudimentary, it may 
be vague, but it is still farther than 
the federal government has gone 
towards a national approach. 

Leaving aside the recent spate 
of promises in this election year, 
the federal government has largely 
limited its national policies to 
a tough-on-crime, tough-on- 
terrorists agenda, and to the 
negotiation of trade deals - and 
even there is falling short. 

The CETA trade deal with Europe 
is still under negotiation, with 
European nations like France 
concerned over a clause that 
would allow corporations to sue 
governments over decisions that 
hurt their business. Canada's 
bombing of Islamic State positions in 
Iraq and Syria hasn’t been balanced 
by aid to civilian populations 
displaced by war; Canada finally 
managed to reach its goal of 
accepting 1,300 Syrian refugees, set 
in 2013 - but the refugees flooding 
into countries like Iordan and 
Turkey total over 4 million. 

As for “national security,” 

Harper’s Bill C-51 has been called 
an attack on democracy and 
freedom of speech by groups as 
disparate as Amnesty International 
Canada, Law Societies, and the 
Libertarian party. 

Maybe we should be asking the 
premiers to step in.

TOWN OF BWG OPEN-AIR 
BURNING BY-LAW 

Please be aware that recreational backyard fires 
(“Open Air Burning”) in BWG are allowed only with 
a permit, and that permits will only be issued if you 
meet all of the criteria. 

Permit applications must be made in person to the 
BWG Fire Station at 75 Melbourne Drive and paid 
for in cash. If you are a tenant/renter, the property 
owner must submit the application, or complete an 
authorization form allowing a tenant to apply. 

If you have a wood-burning appliance (such as a 
chiminea) you need an annual permit, which costs 
$10. If you are planning an open-air fire in a fire 
pit or burn barrel, you need a daily ($10) or weekly 
($20) permit. 

To be granted a permit, you must meet the setback 
requirements (for example, wood-burning appliances 
must be at least 5 metres in all directions from 
combustible materials like buildings and fences; 
open-air fires even farther), and you must ensure 
your fire is supervised and doesn’t pose a risk to 
people or property. Fires are never permitted in front 
or side yards, or during fire bans or high winds. 
While the permit fees are small, the fines for burning 
without a permit or violating the permit can run into 
hundreds of dollars, so plan ahead and avoid hassle!
